A few days ago, I received intelligence from Yedo 
that four American merchantmen hadarrived “at 
Kanagawe, near tl. at Capital, for the purpose of trade, 
although that port, according to the treaty, is not to be 
opened before the 4th July of this year. 

Mr. Townszny Haaais, the American Consul: Genera 
at Simoda, on receipt of this information, left imme- 
diately for Yedo with two American steamers, then 
on:a visit to ete: aoe of ordering those, 
merchant vessels to leave that port, as was his duty, 
he applied to the Council of State for permission to 
allow those merchant-ships to trade in anticipation of 
the treaty—even strongly insisting upon .compli- 
ance after the request had been refused by the Coun- 
cil of State, ‘The Council, however, persisted in its 
refusal, and desired Mr, Hazars to immediately order 
those merchant-ships away. 

The Japanese Government felt much displeased 
with this act of the Consul-General ; the more so, as 
he had promised that no American ship, not even a 
tmhan-of-war, should visit the Bay «f Yedo before the 
treaty goes into effect. .In consequénce of this, thé 
Japanese Government has changed its mind in regard 
to sending Commissioners to Washington to exchange 
he ratific ations of the treaty.
